This volume is one of particular usefulness 
to the agriculturist and the seedsman. Though 
embracing all the directions necessary for the 
iuccessful management of a vegetable garden, 
the volume is offered to the public as a manual 
or guide to assist in the selection of varieties 
rather than as a treatise on cultivation. 
Nevertheless it is very effectually adapted to 
the latter purpose. It contains a rich store of 
information almost as rare as it is valuable.

The Constitutional History of Enoland 
since the Accession of George thb Third. 
By Thomas Erskinc May, C. B. In Two 
Volumes. Boston: Crojfey and Nichols. 

We take it for granted that no intelligent 
American citizen, accustomed to thins with 
any degree of earnastness on public affairs, 
will fail to read this work. Taking up the 
constitutional history or England where it 
was dropped by Hallam, the present au- 
thor, with a patience and research and 
impartiality not all unworthy of his great 
predecessor himself, carries forward the sub- 
ject to the current time. Of course 
the work at almost every turn is adapted to 
touch and impress the mind of a reflecting 
American. This is especially true of the 
second volume, which treats of such topics as 
"Party", "The Press and Liberty of Opin- 
ion", "Liberty of the Subject", and "Local 
Government". Under this last head, wo can- 
not forbear to quote a short passage, which 
bears with singular force oa a question that 
promises or threatens to become eft long the 
overruling question in onr country". "That 
Englishmen," says the author, "have been 
qualified for the enjoyment of]political free- 
dom, is mainly dne to those anc\ent local in- 
stitutions by which they have been trained to 
self-government. The affairs of the people 
have been administered, not in Parliament 
only, but in the vestry, the townrcbujicil, the 
board-meeting, and the Court of •Quarter Ses- 
sions. England alone among the nations of 
the earth has maintained for centuries 
a constitutional polity; and her liberties 
may be ascribed, above all things, to her free 
local institutions. Since tho days of their 
Saxon ancestors, her sons have learned, at 
their own gates, the duties and responsibili- 
ties of citizens. Associating for the common 
good, they have become exercised in public 
affairs. Thousands of small communities 
havo been repeatedly trained to selfjgovern- 
ment; taxing themselves, through their rep- 
resentatives, for local objects; meeting for dis- 
cussion and business; and animated ' by 
local rivalries and ambitions." This idea 
of local self-government, in its imper- 
fect development so fruitful of political free- 
dom on the other side of the Atlantic, 
finds its complete development in the States 
of our system, which the Jacobins amongst us 
would recklessly wipe out Let the mad an- 
archists look into the history of political free- 
dom and see what they would do.

TBE DESTKCCTION OF THE CITY OF MADISON. 
Headu'us 2n Brno. 4rn Div. irVrn Armt Cobps, 1

As many exaggerated reports will doubtless 
reach you concerning the destruction of the 
steamer "City of Madison," at the wharf near 
Vicksburgthis morning, I send this statement 
of facts relative to the matter: The steamer 
■whs lying close to the "Edward Walsh," in 
front of the city, receiving atnmunition for 
the 13th Army Corps. A large quantity of 
artillery and small-arm ammunition had been 
loaded upon the boat yesterday, and early 
this morniDg a detail of one bunded men from 
this (2d) brigade proceeded to the boat to 
finish the work. A like number were de- 
tailed from the 1st Brigade. The men of the 
2d Brigade were on duty at the time of the 
explosion. The regiments furnishing the men 
were the 19th Kentucky, 48th Ohio, 77th, 
97th, and 130th Illinois. The ammunition 
was conveyed on board the boat by details o( 
men, while others handed the boxes to ne- 
groes, who were in the "bold" stowing it 
away. 

About half past 10 A. M. the explosion oc- 
curred. Tho general opinion is that it was 
caused by an explosion of percussion shells 
that filled a large box, which is said to have 
slipped from the hands of the men who were 
handling it. The noise was terrific, jarting 
theeanh for some distance up and down the 
river. It did not sound like the explosion of 
gunpowder, and some persons who have wit- 
nessed the explosion of stenmboat boilers say 
the noise was precisely similar to that. Frag- 
ments of the boat were thrown in every di- 
rection; men were blown over steamers, and 
some thrown out upon the bank. The Edward 
Walsh was nearly ruined by the explosion. 
The Madison is a perfect wreck. Prominent 
among those who rushed upon the sinking 
vessel to assist in relieving the remaining suf- 
ferers was Col. MeCook of Illinois, brother of 
Msj. Gen. McCook. All the negroed who 
weie in the "hold" were lost. The following 
is a list of those who were known to be killed 
or injured : 

Lieut. Mitchell, 1st Missouri battery, killed. 
Martin Sallee, 19ih Kentucky, wounded 
slightly. 

Michael Grady, 48th Ohio, wounded se- 
verely. 

Delass Aldridge, 77th Illinois, wounded se- 
verely. 

|* Hunter, 77th Illinois, missing. 

John Ilaper, 97th Illinois, wonnded slightly. 

Sam Homer, " missing. 

Charles E. Hiprell, ISOth Illinois, killed. 

Wm. D. Sugg, 130th Illinois, slightly 
wounded. 

Thomas W. Orr, 130th Illinois, slightly 
wounded. 

This list is exclusive of the o Seers and 
bands of the boat, and, with the exception of 
Lieut. Mitchell, comprises tho loss of the 2d 
brigade only. As the fatigue party of the 1st 
brieade had just been temporarily relieved, 
their loss is supposed to be small. It is re- 
ported that two Colonels, who were sick and 
going to their commands at Natchez or New 
Orleans, were on board at the time, and are 
believed to be among the killed. Deploring 
the loss of those who were killed, we may yet 
thonk God that so manv good and brave men 
escapsd unharmed.

TOT Kit DESTRUCTION OF THE STEAMER CITY 
OV MADISON-HULL AND THRILLING PAR- 
TICULARS. 

One of our special correspondents, who was 
at Vieksburg on the morning of the 19th 
inst., snd witnessed the terrible river disas- 
ter which occurred on that day, has furnished 
us with the following full and highly inter- 
esting particulars: 

One of the most frightful accidents, fatal in 
the loss of a large number of hnman lives and 
the destruction of an immense amount of 
property, valued at several hundred thousand 
dollars, which has ever happened on the Mis- 
sissippi river, occurred at Vieksburg between 
lOand 11 o'clock on the morning or the 19th 
instant. The magnificent Ohio and Low- 
er Mississippi River Government chartered 
Bteamer City of Madson was lying at the 
landing, opposite the Prentiss House, loading 
with ordnance stores for the 18th army corps 
— General Ord's. Seven thousand six hun- 
dred and twenty rounds of artillery ammuni- 
tion, two and a half millions rounds of in- 
fantry ammunition, and about two hundred 
packages of powder, making in all over four 
hundred tons of explosive material, had al- 
ready been placed aboafd. The ammunition 
was being lowered into the hold by means of 
a hoisting machine, when, as several pack- 
ages were about to be removed fr^m the 
table or waiter of the machine, one of the deck 
bands in the hold, in passing a box of percus- 
sion shell from the waiter lo another of the 
l ands, let it fall, producing a terrific f tpM, 
sion.

-- vu, at the time of the explosion, 

were eighteen persons, all of whom, with 
the exception of Martin B. Day, of the 14th 
Wisconsin, and James Connelly, second mate, 
were negroes. 

The explosion of the first shell was light, 
but in a second's time bang, bang went hun- 
dreds of others, until communicatinir with the 
powder in packages, the explosion culminated 
in a dull, dead sound that made the very earth 
tremble, tearing the hull of the City of Madi- 
son into a million pieces, and leaving the en- 
tire boat a complete wreck, not one portion of 
the frame work remaining attached. 

The loss of life on the City of Madison is es- 
timated at from thirty to fifty— it will not ex- 
ceed the latter number. Of the eighteen souls 
in the bold, all were killed except Connelly, 
the Second Mate, Martin B. Day, and a negro, 
all of whom, as soon as the box fell, and be- 
foro the discharge of shell had, become gen- 
eral, made their way through the after-sciutle, 
jumped into the river, and were picked up by 
a yawl and saved. % 

The First Mate, Wm. Tea, of Cincinnati, 
was standing over tho hatch superintending 
the lowering of the ammunition, and upon 
seeiDg the box fall rushed for shore. Before 
he had fairly secreted himself behind a barge, 
which was on the wharf, the explosion took 
place, and the boat was in ruins. 

The boat's crew consisted of forty-one per- 
sons, fifteen of whom were killed and a num- 
ber wounded. She was officered as follows: 
Captain, W. W. Collins, of Madison, Ind ; 
formerly clerk of the boat, and in the absence 
ofCapt. J. S. Neal acted in his stead; Dan'l 
Ballinger, of Maysville, Ky., pilot; Wm. Tea, 
of Cincinnati, first mate; Jas. Connelly, sec- 
onxl.mate; Wm. Dewey, of New Orleans, first 
engineer; Jerry Wetzel, second engineer; Joe 
Williams, and another person, who had been 
emplojed the day before, but whose name we 
were unable to learn, strikers; John Goodyear,' 
of New Orleans, carpenter; and Geo. White- 
men, of Madison, Ind., barkeejier. 

The pilot, Mr. Ballinger, had his left leg and 
left arm badly broken in addition to being 
severely burned with powder. Hia recoverv 
is donbiful. Captain Collins was in the la- 
dies' cabin at the time of the accident, arid 
had been sick for several days. He was sit- 
ting in a chair, from which he was thrown up 
several feet, and either in the fall or by ths 
concussion was badly bruised. In the ladies' 
cabin was the chambermaid of the boat, whom 
the Captain pushed into the river, jumping in 
after her, koth of them being saved. The 
chambermaid of the steamer Yankee, a negro 
woman, known by the name of/Dora, waslon 
board, and among those who perished. Con- 
nelly, the second mate, received several cuts 
about the head and face. The first engineer, 
Dewey, wag badly bruised about the lower 
extremities. The second engineer was killed 
outright. Williams, the ^triker, was also 
killed, as was the colored porter of the bjat. 

In addition to those mentioned, a detail of 
soldieis, numbering between one and two hun- 
dred men, had been ordered to assist in load- 
ing the boat Of these, it is estimated twenty- 
five were killed, although no data for the 
stattment can be given, as it was impoesibie 
in the excitement to learn from what regi- 
ments they were detailed. A number of these 
were certainly killed, as the bodies of several 
nave been fished from the wreck, but were bo 
mutilated that they could not be recognized. 

The ammunition was in charge of Lieut. 
Mitchell, of the 1st Missouri Artillery, who 
hadbeen on a visit to St. Louis and returned 
only the day before the accident. Ho was in- 
ttantly killed. 

It is estimated that not one-fiftieth part of 
the ammunition exploded, which will account 
for the comparative smalMoss of life. The 
City of Madison had up steam at the time, 
hut the boiler did not explode, 

The Edward Walsh was lying on the out- 
side, her guards touching those of the Madi- " 
son. Her starboard wheelhouse was smashed 
in, and the starboard engine badly broken. 
In addition, every door on the boat was un- 
hirged, every pane of glass broken, and nota 
state-room left. 

Some fifteen tons of stone coal, from the 
Madicon, was blown on the roof of the upper 
deck of the Walsh, the damage to which will 
amount to several thousand dollars. The 
Walsh was loaded with Commissary stores, 
none of which were injured. 

Incidents. — About an hour after the explo- 
sion the bodies of three persons were found on 
the roof of the texas of the Walsh, where they 
had' been carried by the concussion. Two of 
these were dead, while the body of the third, 
at the time of discovery, was cooking, the 
lletb, inapieces, having been burned black. 
Tie poor fellow was still alive, with both legs 
and aims broken, and suffering the terrible 
torture of being burned to death, the flame 
from his clothes having communicated to his 
body, ne lived but a few minutes afterward. 

The body of a negro, with both legs torn 
off, was 'found on the larboard side of the 
Walsfa, the poor unfortunate at the time show- 
ing signs of life. 

Connected with-the damage to the Walsh a 
strange incident occurred, which is worthy of 
note. In tfce room occupied by the Captain, 
in the forward part of tho texas, was a bu- 
reau, every lock on which was wrested lrom 
its place. The bedstead, washbowl, pitcher, 
&c , were entirely destroyed, as was every- 
thing in the room except the lookingglass on 
the bureau, which was not injured in the 
slightest, but faithfully reflected the disordered 
scene around. 

On board the steamer Maria Deming, 
which was lying outside of the Walsh, the 
damage done was not as great as that upon 
the Walsh. Her starboard wheelhouse was 
lifted up bodily and settled down about eigh- 
teen inches. ' The starboard side, including 
cook-house, was completely crushed in by the 
concussion. 

Th«>state-rooms on the Deming were all 
destroyed, leaving her upper works a wreck. 
Pieces of flying timber, chunks of coal and 
iron from the Madison, struck on the hurri- 
cane roof, passing through it and lodging oh 
the lower deck, and on the larboard guard 
was found the foot of a negro, severed from 
the ltg a Bhort distance below the knee. The 
flesh of the breast of a white man, supposed 
to be that of one of the soldiers detailed to 
load the City of Madison, was also found on 
the Deming. * 

A negro, standing on the Ed. Walsh, was, 
by Ihe concussion, carried beyond Porter- 
field's wharf-boat, a distance of fully 200 
yards. He was uninjured. 

The steamer City of Memphis, with between 
fonr and live hundred sick on board, was lying 
within a few yards of the ill-fated boat at the 
time of the accident, and fortunately escaped 
without material damage. None of those on 
board were injured. 

Other Incidents. — The heavy anchor of the 
City of Madison, weighing nearly a ton, was 
lifted from the forecastle, carried about seventy- 
five yards up the wharf, and buried in the 
earth, almost out of sight. 

Capt, Frederick, of the 23d Indiana, who 
was standing on the wharf, had his bat torn 
into a thousand shreds by the concussion, and 
himself knocked down. 

Throoghont the city, and for miles in the 
interior, the report ot the explosion was dis- 
tinctly heard, while in the city and its imme- 
diate vicinity fragile articles W6re mashed to 
pieces by the force of the shock. The adage 
that danger, or seeming death, "makes ns all 
equal," was strikingly verified in an instance 
which occurred on board the City of Madison. 

A citizen named D. C. Irwin, with two oth- 
er gentlemen, one of whom was an acquaint- 
ance and the other unknown, were standing 
between the clerk's office and the bar at the 
time of the explosion of the first shell. The 
shell passed through the upper decks, seeing 
which, Mr. Irwin made for the rear of the 
boat, followed by the other two. The stran- 
ger was caught by a piece of the spar, which 
impaled bie body, while Mr. Irwin's friend 
was blown into the river, and drowned before; 
assistance could reach him. Mr. Irwin him- 
self succeeded in gettiug into the river, and, 
floundering about for some time, crawled upon 
a floating bulkhead. A boat approached, one 
of the inma'es of which desired him to get in. 
This he refused, telling those in the boat to 
save others who were in more danger. In a 
moment an officer, a Captain, holding on to a 
wheel-bucket, cried out most lustily to be 
taken on board, yelling at the top of his voice 
"I'm an officer! I'm. an officer! I'm anofli — I" 



One of the deck hands on ttie Madison, a son 
of the Emerald Isle, who was also in the wa- 
ter, laconically rebuked the Captain, remind- 
ing him that drowning men are equal. Says 
Put, "Bedad, if yez arc an officer on shore, 
shnre ye 're no rauker than inny uv us here.' 
The officer wa3 saved and so was Pat. 

Boats in Port. — The boats in port at the 
time of the accident, and in tho immediate vi- 
cinity*of the City of Madison, were the Walsh, 
Maria DemiDg, Era, Glasgow, Illinois, City of 
Alton, and City of Memphis; all of which 
suffered, more or less, in the breakage of glass, 
4c. 

The scene at the landing immediately after 
the explosion was one of the wildest excite- 
ment. 

Almost instantaneously, upon hearing the 
report, Vieksburg emptied its population of 
citizens and soldiers on the wharf, which hap- 
pened to be covered with large quantities of 
ordnance stores, awaiting shipment. The 
burning embers of the wreck were strewn 
over the levee, great chunks, glowing bilf- 
lighted on the boxes of ammunition. The 
fear of another explosion from this new dan- 
ger, caused the crowd to speedily fall b.ick 
and s *k shelter along the sides of cross streets, 
from which they emerged only to return 
again.

• Foreign News. — From the mail3 per steam- 
ship Asia we extract the following: ' 
[From the London Times of August 6.]

The North 
has certainly gained successes which might 
check the energies of a people not thoroughly 
deteimined to fight to tho last. The possession 

f f ihe Mississippi for the time so completely 
hat a vessel has been able, at least for once, 
to pass down it from St. Louis to New Or- 
leans entirely unmolested is no doubt in 
itself a great achievement, and may have im- 
portant political.effeets on the attitude of the 
great States of t lie Northwest. But this 
achievement is obviously still more import- 
ant in the effects it will probably have on the 
cam]>aigns in the Southwest. * • • 
From all these considerations it cannot be 
doubted that the S >uth may have to meet an 
organized invasion on the largest scale into 
the heart of the Southern States, from Ten- 
nessee on the north, Mississippi on the west, 
and perhaps Mobile or the Gulf coast on the 
south. It does not appear at present that they 
have the mtans of successfully resisting sucn 
an advance. It is acknowledged by the South- 
ern journals that the force under Johnston 
will not be able to check the advance of Gen. 
Grant, and that it is probable that he will be 
able to effect a junction with Rosecrans. The 
result of such a movement, as the Southern 
journals confess, would be the establishment 
of an army of 100,000 men on the soil of Ala- 
bama or Georgia, and if they could retain 
such a position, it is felt that inferiority in 
the field would be the least of the consequent 
disasters to the South. Even if no battles 
were fought such a force would ravage the 
whole country and destroy the crops, and 
while the blockade is kept up the South can- 
not import sufficient grain for its necessities. 
It is clear that the Southern journals them- 
selves feel that if such a combined force a3 
we have indicated by the forces of Generals 
Banks, Grant, and Rosecrans can be made, it 
would drive the Confederacy to great extremi- 
ties. 

But the same journals which made these 
admissions show no signs of faltering in a de- 
termination to continue the struggle to the 
last. 

The London Star, after speaking of the re- 
cent successes of the Federal arms in the 
Southwest, calculates that 2,0ci0,000 bales of 
cotton may reach England from the United 
States this year, and anticipates in eonse- 
queace' a material change in the commerce 
and monetary condition of the cjuutry. The 
Star says: 



It isof^ourse a question of probability on- 
ly, but "rely the probability is strong that 
this great quantity of cotton, like a mass of 
water rushing from a high to a low level, will 
overcome all slight obstacles, and rapidly find 
its way to Liverpool. If so, it will have to 
be paid for, and then adieu the quiet halcyon 
days of the money market, larewell to the 
present favorable rate of exchange from New 
Yoik, and woe to the sanguine or unthinking 
speculator who calculated upon a continuance 
of a different state of things. This cotton, 
when it comes, will have to be paid for, and 
paid for in gold. 

There will be a revnlsion in the state of the 
exchanges, and, as a considerable period must 
c lapse before trade between England and the 
United States will be able to resume its nor- 
mal condition, who can tell what the etfectd 
on our tuoney market aud general course of 
commerce may be? Adoiil'.ed that tuere is 
something problematical in the arrival this 
year or early next of this large quantity of 
cotton, we contend that a careful considera- 
tion of the facts dictates a prudential line of 
conduc t. If there wasany thing like certainty 
one way or the other, there weuld be little oc- 
casion for prudence. As the probabilities 
stsnd, however, we put it earnestly whether 
every man who is engaged in transactions, 
which the change here indicated in Our trade 
relations with the United States would seri- 
ously affect, ought not (o adopt immediate 
precautions to protect himself from the conse- 
quences of so great and auddeu a revulsion. 



General Rousseau in Philadelphia. — The 
Philadelphia Press says of this brpve soldier: 

One of the master spirits of the campaign 
of General Rosecrans, General Lovell H. 
Rousseau, who distinguished himself at the 
battle of Stone river, is uow in this city a 
gue8tatthe Continental. The breaking out 
of this war found General Rousseau a distin- 
guished member of the Kentucky bar, prac- 
tising at Louisville. He raised the Louisvilie 
Legion, the first troops raised in Kentucky 
for the suppression of this rebellion. It was 
done just after the traitor Buckner showed his 
hand and stamped himself a rebel. To keep 
the Legion be was obliged to take them over 
into Indiana, (where he formed "Camp Joe 
Holt." ✓ 

After the battle of Perry ville Rousseau was 
mode a Major-General. He was the most 
conspicuous man on our side at Perryville. 
He fought in every battle from Sbiloh up to 
Muifreesboro, with great distinction in every 
one of tbera. 

Such is the fame he has achieved, that 
from the time ot his arrival in the city yes- 
terday morning he waa waited upon by a 
continuous succession of visitors, anxious to 
take him by the hand At the request of his 
friends, the General has consented to visit the 
Union League House to-day at 12 o'clock, 
when he will receive such friends as desire to 
call upon bim. A finer looking soldier we 
have never seen. He stands over six feet in 
height; has a magnificent iigute and physique, 
and is about forty years of age. He is a mag- 
nificent horseman, and at the head of his brig- 
ade presents an appearance such as few men 
have the power to make. 

Last night he was serenaded at the Conti- 
nental. A large concourse of people assembled 
outside the house, while the spacious parlors 
were filled with ladies, the wives and families 
of gentlemen who bad come from different 
stctions of the city. Gen. Rou»seau was in- 
troduced to the assemblage by Col. G. Blight 
Brow n, late of Philadelphia and a members of 
its bar. A buret of applause greeted the gal- 
lant soldier, who, during the course of his re- 
marks, was vociferously applauded.

Washington, Aug. 28. 

The import by telegraph of the occupation 
by our forces oa Monday last of Forts Wagner 
aud Sumpter is hot fully credited here. Cer- 
tainly nothing official to that effect has been 
received here. ' Dates to Monday night are 
here, but do not mention any such report: 
though Qilmore's despatch, which is dated 
the 24tb, says that Sumpter was useless and 
would not be further bombarded. 

A private letter by the "Persia," from a re- 
sponsible gentleman in Paris, received in this 
city, states that it is positively known in 
court circles that MaximilUn has accepted 
the throne ot the Empire of Mexico. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 24th fully 
admits that Uilmore's shells reached the heart 
of Charleston, five (5) miles from the latter's 
battery. 

The Georgia Constitutionalist of the 24th of 
August contains a letter from Robt. Toomos, 
late Secretary of State. He boldly exposes 
the wickedness and corruption of the mana- 
gers of the bogus government, and says that 
While the rebellion U rotten, useless, and 
wicked, the laws are weak, und the rulers op- 
pressive, the starving community a.o impover- 
ished auii plundered. We quote the following 
remarkable paragraph: "I could say more 
to expose the boundless folly of our pres- 
ent financial system. The history of the 
currency of our enemies since the beginning 
of the war is humiliating to us. Either had 
foreign credits, both had powerful and estab- 
lished State governments to back them. We 
were united in favor ot war, they were di- 
vided. They have kept twice the number in 
the field that we have, aud on half the money, 
af.d paid iheir soldiers better than we have. 
Their Treasury notes sell at a discount of less 
than 30 per cent; curs at more than 1,000. 
The reason is solely that tlreir Government 
has better understood and more firm- 
ly adhered to the true principles of cur- 
rency than ours. In all else we had 
the advantage." Toombs proceeds aud says 
that "taxation and loans are the only 
ways by which a s6und currency can 
be obtained." He thus concludes: "W» 
must act, and that quickly. The public in- 
terest and public satety will no longer allow 
delay. Ovir present system is utterly insup- 
Dcrtable. is upsetting the very foundations 
oi private rights, daily weakening public con- 
fidence in our cause at home and abroad, and 
sowinc amorg tho people dangerous discon- 
tents which are daily deeoeniDg audiwiden- 
ing. Patriotism demands that all good men 
should unite to correct the evil." 

A late number of the Richmond Examiner 
sajs in relation to the attack on Charleston : 
"But what does startle us is the distance from 
which the shells were thrown. The battery 
isv in a marsh five miles lrom the city. It has 
lo\ff been claimed by inventors of modern 
ordnance that the new artillery was available 
lor such purposes at that distance, but this is 
the" first practical test of their pretensions on 
record, and must necessarily attract much at- 
tention. 

"Not a doubt now remains that the spirit of 
Charleston is about to bo tried in the terrible 
ordeal of a bombardment. It is well that the 
ciiy is prepared. Gov. Benham has just issued 
a proclamation informing the citizens that the 
pl«n of defence admitted that contingency 
and recommendibg all non-com iiatants to 
withdraw. Alter the confirmation thereof 
furuished by Gen. Gilmore, there is little 
doubt that his advice will be attended to by 
(amities who have not deep cellars and firm 
nerves. 

"Cburleeton will be shelled, but that will be 
a ciitumstance of minor importance to a 
successful defence of the fortificatlonji of the 
harbor. If we can retain them and the fort 
from the enemy that glorious victory will am- 
ply compensate for all the injury which bambs 
can do to empty houses."

Caibo, Aug. 28. 

By the steamer Mortison, I have Memphis 
dates to Wednesday evening, John L. 
Latham, late of the rebel General John- 
ston's Quartermaster's Department, has ar- 
rived at Memphis from Waynesboro, Miss. 
On the lBtli be bad opportunities of learning 
the feelings of the citizens of the country 
through which he travelled. He represents 
Johnston's army as thoroughly' demoralized 
and deserting by squads aud companies. 
The principal part of the army is now 
at Leadsville Station, toward Mobile. 
Stringent measures are being adopted to pre- 
vent the utter demoralization of the forces. 
The greatest disaffection is among the troops 
from Mississippi and Louisiaca. They say 
there is nothing further to fight for, and hold 
it their sacred duty to return to their families. 
Citizens outside the army feel the same desire 
to abandon the cause ot the sinking Confed- 
eracy. The chief advocates of continuance 
in the rebellion are found among the army 
contractors and politicians. 

Latham passed through Quitman, Newton, 
Loois v iHe. Union, and Poniiac; at the latter 
place he first saw Union troops en route from 
Vieksburg 10 Lagrange, and found squads of 
rebel deserters everywhere.' At UDion the 
conscription force had a fight with deserters. 
The latter got the best of it. A number were 
wounded on both sides. The most s.iaguine 
have given up all hopes of the success of the 
rebellion, and perceirelhe necessity of return- 
ing to their allegiance to the United States.

A Proclamation against Crinoline bt 
the Queen of England. — The following is 
published, purporting to be from the hand of 
the Private Secretary of tho Queen of Eng- 
land: 

Windsor Castlb, August 1, 1863. 

Ladies: The Queen has commanded me to 
express the pain with which her Majesty reads 
the account of daily accidents arising from 
the wearing of the indelicate, expensive, dan- 
gerous, and hideous article called Crinoline.

those who have been ruined by the heavy de- 
preciation in the Confederate Cotton Loan 
Bonds "are to be reproached for want of sagac- 
ity, however much they may have exhibited 
a want of caution." The reason given for 
this singular assertion is, if the battle of Get- 
tysburg had been won by the Confederates, 
the loan which, a few days previously was 
largely sought at one per cent premium,

ate power in Washington, and a prompt adhe- 
sion from New York and Washington." The 
inimitable charlatany which haa distinguished 
the Times since the first outbreak of the rebel- 
lion has culminated in this extract. Surely 
the fool who manufactures false American 
sentiment from -New York for the London pa- 
per has not infused his currish spirit into the 
Bouls of its Editors who were formerly sup- 
posed to be men of sense if not of political 
honesty. The idea of the loyalty of New York 
and Pennsylvania being contingent on the re- 
sult of a raid such as Lee planned is simply 
preposterous, and yet the Times tickles itsgulis 
to induce them to believe that "but for an if 
their now worthless bonds would have been 
thirty per cent above par. Why, the Confod-, 
eracy has not cotton enough at its certain 
disposal to fill a lady's bustle. McRae, the 
rebel agent for the loan, tells Mr. Schwartz, 
one of the dupes who own paid up bonds, 
that the Confederacy has control of at least 
600,000 bales, all safely stored in retired, out- 
of-the-way places, which will be delivered to 
any holder of the bonds without trouble or 
expense, on the presentation of orders to the 
planters, who have agreed with the Confed- 
erate Government "to take the same care of it 
as if it stil^ belonged to them I" Is not that of 
creamy richness? The planters, under coer- 
cion, have parted with their cotton and receiv- 
ed in payment worthless securities. If they 
are still its custodians, whoever supposes that 
they will recognize the validity of the com- 
pulsory sale is as great a ninny as the own- 
ers of paid up bonds on the cotton loan.

Mocnte'd Infantry. — Wo are happy to 
learn that the 37th regiment Kentucky volun- 
teers, recruiting in Lebanon, is now nearly 
lull, though some of the companies require 
more men to fill them up to the maximum. 
This regiment is armed, equipped, and clothed 
as cavalry; its term of service will be one 
year, and it is strictly for State defence. Less 
than three hundred men are required. If any 
one desires to avoid the chance of being 
draft?d for three years, this regiment affords 
the chance of a compromise as to time of ser- 
vice, and will ensure him to be near his 
home. As soon as recruits arrive at camp, 
they are clothed and equipped immedi- 
ately, and a month's advance pay is 
given wherever a company is mustered in. In 
reference to mounted infantry we find a val- 
uable hint in the New York Times, which 
says it is not necessary that they should all be 
mounted on horses, as "mules are mare availa- 
ble, and in many respects more serviceable. 
They are more enduring, require less care, live 
upon far less, and are cheaper. It is not in- 
tended that the new mounted infantry shall 
fight mounted, but only that the animals shall 
carry the men over the great distances in- 
volved in Western campaigning, and set them 
down fresh and unfatigued, ready for work as 
infantry ; and the use of mule3 instead of horses 
will take away the temptation which besets 
this class of soldiers to fight mounted, tor the 
mule has mental and moral qualities which 
unfit him for taking part in the contests of the 
battle-field. The splendid description given 
by Job of the war horse, which 'smelleth the 
battle afar off and plungeth into it, mocking 
at fear, and filled with fierceness and rage; 
which laughs at the sound of the trumpets, 
the thunder of the captains, ancUhe shouting; 
whose neck is clothed with thunder, and the 
glory of whose nostrils is terrible,' does nDt 
apply at all to the hybrid mule. But if the 
mule, like the negro, lacks th* highest mili- 
tary qualities, he has other excellent charac- 
teristics of belly and brains, and they are just 
the characteristics that are needed in the kind 
of service required for mounted infantry. 

"The first regiment of mounted infantry that 
was ever raised and put to duty in our service 
was and is mounted iipon mules. Wo refer 
to the 9th Illinois regiment, stationed at Cor- 
inth, Mississippi, in the command of that most 
excellent soldier, General Dodge. It is about 
six months since it was mounted, as it was 
about setting forth upon a long expedition in 
pursuit of the rebels in that section. The 
mules did their work nobly, as did also the 
men mounted upon them, and the success u' 
the experiment was so great that the regiment 
have used their mules in all their expeditions 
ever since, and have performed an extraordin- 
ary amount of service. We have always been 
astonished, as the scheme worked bo well in 
this instance, that its application was not ex- 
tended." ' 



It is now ascertained that the charges 
of unfairness in the recent draft at New Y'ork 
city, which led to the terrible riot and loss of 
life, were founded on a mistake. The World, 
says the draft in the Fourth District ex- 
plains the heavy quota of the city, as compare! 
with the rest of the State. It seems the en- 
tire business community have been enrolled 
twice — at their stores and offices as well as at 
their residences. In the list of conscripts from 
the First Ward a large proportion are govern- 
ment employes and merchants doing business 
in Wall, Water, South, Broad, and other busi- 
ness streets, and it is notorious that not one 
in five hundred of these men resides in the 
ward or district, and of course they will be 
exempted under the rule, which provides that 
a man cannot be drafted except in the district 
in which he resides. It is estimated that three 
out of four of the men drafted from the First, 
Second, and Third Wards are non-re3idents, 
and cannot be held. Of course there will be a 
miserable show of conscriptd from these wards. 
It is this duplication of names which has 
caused all the trouble. It swelled the quota of 
the city enormously as compared with other 
places, and caused the dissatisfaction with the 
draft which prevailed.

AN IMPORTANT REBEL LETTER. 
[From the Toledo Blade.) 

Below we give a letter picked up in the 
streets of Brandon, Miss , by Oapt. Dennis, of 
the 72d O. V. L We have the original in our 
possession. It is written in unusually fair 
penmanship, and, as the reader will see, in 
food style of composition. Its writer is evi- 
dently an intelligent man, and in a position 
to speak correctly of that whereof he writes. 
The letter is as follows : 

"Brandon, July 16, 1863. 

"I wrote to you very hurriedly yesterday, 
and this morning learn that Gen. Johnston 
has ordered this army to be marched across to 
Enterprise, 100 miles further. It will take a 
week longer. No provision baa been made 
alcng the route, and the men are already moeli 
dissatisfied with the vacillating policy and 
hollow promises by which they have been 
duped so long. Of the 30,000 paroled at Vicks- 
burg, only one half are now together, and, 
ere we reach Enterprise, this number will be 
reduced to 5,000— they of the Georgia, Ala- 
bama, and Tennessee troops, who also will 
leave, with or without furloughs, so soon as 
they learn the alternative of going into camp 
of parole. The Army of the Mississippi is 
completely lost. 

"Meanwhile, General Johnston holds Jack- 
son—we hear the guns constantly. The ene- 
my are making gradual approaches, and after 
a week longer will have that place. With It 
falls Mobile. This entire section is fleeing 
eastward. Georgia will have a population of 
5,000,000 to feed this year. Ruin, utter and 
entire ruin, has swept over this State. The 
negro emancipation policy, at which we so 
long hooted, is the most potent lever of our 
overthrow. It steals upon us unawares, and 
ere we can do anything the plantations are 
deserted, families without servants, camps 
wilhout necessary attendants, women and 
children in want and misery. In short, the 
disadvantages to us now, arising from the ne- 
groes, are tenfold greater than have been all 
the advantages derived from them earlier in 
the war. 

"It is nfeles8 to discuss the errors of the 
past — possibly there are none that could have 
mm avoidtd — but certainly ton are'a defeated 
end ruined people — shorn of our strength — 
powerless for a successful solution of the 
problem undertaken; or rather our} w«s er- 
roneous. The solution has been shown us by 
a more favored people. 

"I have been staying with my friend Man- 
love, who bought a residence here some time 
ago. and moved his family from Vicksburg. 
Mis. M. is to start with her cbildren and the 
only two servants left her, for Mobile, to-day — 
thence she goes further east with a party from 
Jackson — none know where. Everything, 
save articles absolutely necessary, is sacrificed, 
and Manlove from great wealth has sunk to 
poverty. His case is a type of all. 

"Provisions cannot be bought here at arty 
prt'c«. The enemy fed our army for ten days 
— gave them five days' rations of everything 
(including coffee and tea), to make this march 
upon. Now the men are going about with 
empty haversacks — living on greea corn and 
fruit. No commissary stores have beeu pro- 
vided tor them by. Gen. Johnston. The fact 
it, that the greatest mismanagement and mojt 
miaous neglect has been the reward, so fir, of 
this army. Such, confusion and dissatisfac- 
tion as is now presented here was never be- 
fore w itnessed, and unless the troops are moved 
out of town to-day, the citizens of Brandon 
will have more cause to rue the advent of 
'The Glorious Army of Vicksburg,' than 
they bate bad to fear the approach of 'The 
vandal hordes of Northern barbarians.' 

"If leave of ab-ence is refused us, or limited 
to thirty days, I may not be able to get to you 
until ordered into Georgia. Thirty days is no 
leave at all. Affectionately, E."

Stevessou, Ala., August 29. 

The Tennessee was bridnwl to-day with 
pontoon3 at three different pluces, above and 
below this place. The enemy resisted but 
elitrbtly, opposing onlv with rillomen, who 
'J!" bot bttle damage. TrooDS crossed at the 
different points and hold the opposite bank. 
No attempt has as yet been made to bridge 
the river near Chattanooga. 

The enemy works night and day throwing 
up earthworks about the city, and is evident- 
ly massing his troops to defend it. His left 
rests on Lookout Mountain. Every prepara- 
tion is made to throw the army across the 
river ata moment's warning. 

One of the owners of the Ohattanooga Iron 
Works came in to-day direct from Chattanoo- 
ga, and estimates the enemy's strength, with 
the late accessions, at 50,000. 

New Toiik, August 29. 

The D S. transport Ballet arrived to-day 
from Alexandria, D. C, with the 29th and 
Cfith Ohio and Cth Michigan volunteers, in 
command of Col. Charles Cady, 60th Ohio, 
acting Brigadier-General. 

The Post has the following special: 

WaSHiNr.To.y, August 29. 

The National Intelligencer of this morning 
contains a letter from the Hon. John Adams, 
who is vouched for as a loyal man and friend 
of the Administration, and has just returned 
from a trip through Virginia, North Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, and Tennessee. He says 
he has conversed eitensively with the people 
and most of the leaders of the rebellion, most 
of whom regard their final effort as ineffectual, 
and express a willingness to accede to any 
terms which s^ull not humiliate or degrade 
them. 

They affirm that it is not for them to beg for 
peace, but for President Lincoln to hold out 
the olive branch. They desire the leaders in 
the rebellion lo be held to a strict accounta- 
bility for their crimes. The writer urges a 
proclamation by President Lincoln, after the 
fall of Charleston, offering protection to all 
who will at once lay down their arms. The 
Intelligencer says the statements of the writer 
are entitled to lull credit as facts. 

According to a statement of 'the Morris 
Islnnd correspondent of the Boston Herald, 
Gen. Gilmorn arrested, by ord»r of Secretary 
Stanton, on Friday last, all the correspond- 
ents of the press on Morris Island, on tho 
ground that the correspondents ot the Balti- 
more American and the New York Tribune 
had given to the public news of a contraband 
character. Gen. Gitmore afterwards modified 
this order ro far as to allow them to send for- 
ward such letters as he approved. 

Fortress MosnoE, August 29. 

The steamer C N Thomas has arrived from 
Newborn with Lieut. Starling, »t General 
Banks's staff, as beater of despatches. 

A despatch from the blockading fleet says 
that on the morning of the IT'.h inst. a large 
sloop-of-war of ten guns, with the British flag 
flying, swept past the blockading steamers 
und immediately hoisted the rebel flag and 
passed in to Wilmington, which is the fourth 
rebel war vessel that has run this blockade 
within six weeks. 

The rebel papers received at Morehead City 
eay that Jeff Davis has decided, after a confer- 
ence with the Cabinet, to call out 500,000 
black troops, who are to receive their freedom 
and 50 acres of laud at the end of the war. 

New York, August 29. 

The Beimuda Gazette gives an account of 
the proceedings in St. George's, showing that 
serious troubles are occurring there in relation 
to negro laborers, who have demanded higher 
wages for work in discharging vessels. Sev- 
eral assassinations have occurred, and cases 
of incendiarism have been frequent. A large 
quantity of cotton had been burned and thrown 
into the bay to extinguish it. 

The rebel steamers Cornuba and Euga were 
at the wharf when the fire occurred, and sent 
their crews to extinguish the flames. 

A meeting of citizens was held and a re- 
wurd of X20 offered for the arrest of the incen- 
diary. 

The steamers Famine and Jennie, from Hal- 
ifax, and Florida, from Nassau, had arrived 
and consigned their freight to Bourne, a well- 
known rebel agent. 

The steamer Phantom, with cotton, arrived 
on the 10th. 

St. Louis, August 29. 
The Democrat's Leavenworth special says 

the largest meeting ever held there assembled 
last night. Gen. Lane offered a resolution, 
which was unanimously passed, calling on all 
loyal men on the border that can be spared 
from home protection to assemble at Panola 
on ths eighth of September, with such arms 
and ammunition as they can procure, and or- 
ganize into companies of twenty men each, 
nnder Captains sf their own choosing. Lane 
spoke two hours, saying the people of Kansas 
must depend upon themselves for protection, 
and exhorting every man to be ready to meet 
at a moment's notice. 

Hon. A. C. Wilder offered a resolution in 
behalf of the committee on resolutions, stating 
that the raid on Lawrence wai directly 
chargeable to the imbecile and indigent policy 
of the commander, and demanding the imme- 
diate removal of Gen. Schofield. 

Mayor Anthony offered a resolution that the 
counties of Platte, Clay, Boone, and Andrew, 
in Missouri, be held responsible for any r>.bel 
outrages in Kansas north of the river, tne 
penalty to be the total devastation of a line 
forty miles wide along the frontier. 

Ail lesoiutions ofl'eie I were unanimously 
and enthusiastically adopted. Several speecnes 
were made denouncing the Schofield- Swing 
policy in this department. 

Gentral Kwing telegraphed to Lane to-day 
Saying he would defend Lawrence and Kan- 
sap, and requesting him t# use bid influence 
to pi event raids into Missouri. Lane replied 
that he, with 5,000 men, would assemble at 
Panola on the 8th September to tender their 
sirvicesto him, and if rejected he would ap- 
peal to higher powers. 

Kwing has placed two companies of troops 
at Platte City to protect tne citizens agaiust 
the avengers from Kansas. 

Large numbers of men are returning from 
Ptice's army and are organizing into guerilla 
bands in Clay and adjoining counties prepar- 
inp; for saidson the border. 

New York, August 29, 

Official information was received to-day at 
Gen. Heintzelman's headquarters of a skir- 
mish on Monday last between a detachment 
of the 2d Massathusrtts cavalry, a California 
regiment, and Mosby's men. Ibis attack by 
Nesby was made at Coyle's farm, on the Lit- 
tle River turnpike, some few miles this side of 
Fairfax. Our men, numbering only 25, were 
attacked in front and rear at the same time, 
but fought nobly. Our loss was 2 killed, 3 
wounded, and 9 prisoners, together with all 
the horses, fifteen of which, however, were 
afterwards recaptured. The loss of the ene- 
my was one Captain and one Lieutenant kill- 
ed, and one Lieutenant and three privates 
wounded. Mosbr was hini3elf wounded in 
two places in the side. His wounds are re- 
garded as mortal. Col. Lowell pursued the 
enemy from Certtreville as far as Stryker's 
but they succeeded in making their 
escape, they having fresh horses. 

Leavenworth, August 29. 
In behalf of the sufferers by the Lawrence 
massacre, we make this statement and appeal: 
The loss of life already reported by the press 
is substantially correct. The loss of property 
exceeds $1,500,000. Hundreds are homeless 
and destitute. The business portion of the 
city is entirely destroyed, together with near- 
ly a hundred dwellings. Leavenworth and 
the neighboring cities have already cyntribu- 
ted largely, but much assistance is yet needed. 
Aid can be sent to Peter T. Itidenuur, chair- 
man of the Relief Committee, Lawrence, 

(Sigt'ed) A. C. Wilder, M. J. Parrol, H. J. 
Adams, Nelson McCracken, Leavenworth 
Committee. 

The Sentinel, published at Weston, Mis- 
souri, was destroyed on Thursday night by a 
party of Missouri State militia. The paper 
was loyal, and has done much good for the 
U Dion cause in Missouri and Kansas. 

Trenton, N. J., August 29. 

Volunteering in the Stale of New Jersey is 
proceeding very briskly. About 5,000 have 
been obtained since Gov. Parks's proclama- 
tion was issued. Three new batteries are 
complete, and one regiment of cavalry and 
two regiments of infantry will be completed 
during the coming week. Almost every town- 
ship in the State is at work, and it is expected 
that in a few days the quota of New jersey 
will be filled by volunteering, thus doing 
away with the draft. 

Fortress Monroe, Aug. 28. 

Two rebel soldiers recently made their way 
into Norfolk, Va., and alter taking notes of 
everything of military interest in or about the 
city, attempted to return to Richmond, but 
were captured before passing our lines. They 
are now prisoners in Fort Norfolk, and it is 
expected will meet their deserts in a few days. 

San Francisco, August 29. 

Dates from the City of Mexico are only to 
July 24. The position of the United French 
and Mexican troops had been moved Go miles 
westward from Mexico. 

The intention of the triumvirate to recog- 
nize the Southern Confederacy was continu- 
ally foreshadowed by the Imperial press. The 
recognition to take place as soon as the news 
reached Mexico that Maximilian accepted the 
crown. 

News from the Juarez government was un- 
important. It is understood that he ia busy- 
ing himself encouraging guerilla expeditions, 
some of which were led by Americans. 

Josesroro, N. T n August 29. 

Gov. Evans and Major Love, commissioners 
to treat with the Arrappaboes and Chey- 
ennes, are here en route for the treaty grounds. 

Pittsburg, August 29. 

The river remains unchanged. There were 
heavy rains last night And yesterday.

The steamer Bermuda h»9arrived from Port 
Royal on Wednesday morning, having stop- 
ped off Charleston. 'Her captain reports that 
Fort Wagner has not been taken yet. and can- 
not be at present. He confirms the report 
that Sumpter has been knocked to pieces. 
Further naval operations will be carried on 
without regard to Fort Wagner, the capture 
of which will be left to Gen. Gilmore. 

Fortress Monroe, August 29. 

The Richmond Dispatch of to-day has the 
following: 

Charleston, August 27.— The enemy made 
an attack on our rille-pits on Wednesday night 
about seven o'clock with an overwhelming 
force. On Thursday the firing on both sides 
was slow, with no unusual incidents. 

Charleston, August 28 —The bombardment 
of Sumpler and Wagner proceeds sluggishly. 
The enemy is working hard in the trenches in 
front of Wagner. No further attempt has 
bten made to shell the city. 

Headquarters Aruy op the Potomac, ) 
August 29. J 

The execution of the substitute deserters 
sentenced to the penalty of death in General 
Orderp, No. 84, took place to-day. More than 
ordinary interest was exhibited in this execu- 
tion of military law, and it is estimated that 
not less than 25,000 persons were present. The 
ground we3 well selected, and every arrange- 
ment was so complete that no accident occurred 
to mar the solemnity of the proceeding. At 
the order to fire, thirty-six muskets were dis- 
charged, and instant death was announced by 
the surgeons ia attendance as the result. The 
spectacle was an unusual one. The Protestant, 
the Hebrew, and the Catholic stood side by 
side, each uttering prayers for the departed 
souls. The names, ages, residences, &c , of 
the deceased arc as follows: Geo. Kuhna, 
Hanover, Pa., 22 years old, unmarried; John 
Ftiane, Pennsylvania, Italian, 2ty years old, 
wife and family; Charles Walter Prussian, 23 
years old, wife and child; Geo. Reioesee, 
Italian, 24 years old, wife aod child; K nil- 
La, Prussian, 30 years old, wife. 

New York, August 30. 

The Herald's Washington despatcU says the 
bursting of a 300-ponoq <rm near Charleston 
doii not prevent the snelltng of that city, as 
the shells thrown were from a 200-pounder 
Parrott. 

There is no information at either the War 
or Navy Department that our flag waves over 
Forts Sumpter and Wagner. 

Surgeon- General Hammond has been direct- 
ed to make his headquarters in the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf until further orders. 

The additional rolls of the rebels taken at 
Vicksburg, received at the War Department, 
sw^ll the list to three-three thousand, five 
thousand in excess of the published reports. 

Utica, N. Y., Aug. 30. 

The Governor has be.n informed by the 
Provost Marshal General that credit will not 
be allowed to towns for any eicess of volun- 
teers they may have furnished over their quo- 
tas under previous calls. The Provost Mar- 
shal General has also decided not to allow 
credit for volunteers raised since June 18, 
18C3, in districts where the draft has taken 
place, but in districts where the drawing has 
not been commenced credit will be giveri for 
recruits sent to regiments in the field, and for 
volunteers enlisted ia companies which may 
havo been raised in such districts and muster- 
ed into the service of the United States be- 
tween the 11th day of June, 1803, and the day 
preceding that fixed for the draft to take place. 
Men merely enysted will not be credited. 
They must be mustered into somo organized 
company.

BAILROAD FROM LEBANON TO DYNVILLK. 

Vi hereu the LouisTille and Nashville Rail- 
road Company have authority by their char- 
ter to titcuii firanchei to any point within 
the State, and the Legislature by act entitled 
*' An act to amend the Louisville and Nash- 
Tille Railroid i barter," approved 26th Febru- 
ary, 1863, enacted a* follows, to wit: 

Jit it enacted by the General Attembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Sec. 1. "Thai on the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company determining to extend the 
Lebanon Branch of said road to Daaville, Mt. 
Ternon, or MouliceTlo, or some place in the di- 
rection of either of said places; or upon said 
Railroad Company determining to extend a 
Iiraneh west of the main stem into the coal 
regions, that it shall be lawful for said Compa- 
ny to contract with the City ot Louisville to 
lend to the Cnmpany not exceeding six hun- 
dred tboiMHid dollars, yi thirty year one thou- 
sand dollar bonds, bearing six percent interest 
per annum, payable semi-annually in Louis- 
ville, and secure the interest and principal on 
the branch or extension for which they may 
be loaned. 

Sec. 2. That all contracts between the Lou- 
isville and NasbviHe Railroad Company and 
the City of Louisville, under the provisions of 
the preceding section, shall be lawful'and bind- 
ing on said Company and the City of Louis- 
ville." 

And, whereas, said Company haVe had a 
route Survey M to Danville and to Standford, 
the giade ascertained, with an estimate of the 
cost of extension, and desire to extend t!se 
same to the upper coal fields of, the State, and 
are now engagi-d in the actual locution of an 
extension of the Lebanon Branch under the 
above recited act, and the cost of extension 
may exceed the six hundred thousand dollars 
named in said act, and as said Company htve 
authority by their charter to issue income 
bonds for the pajmentof the additional cost — 

AN ORDINANCE 
Appropriating Six Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars to Construct a Raiiroad from Lebanon 
to Danville. 

Be it ordained by the General Council of the 
City of Louisville, That the Mayor of the city 
of Louisville have authority, and he is hereby 
directed, to execute, issue, and deliver to the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
six hundred thirty-year city of Louisville 
coupon Wnds of one thousand dollars each, 
bearing six per cent interest, payable semi- 
annually, the bonds to bear such date and the 
principal and interest payable at such place in 
Louisville as be and the Company may agree, 
npon said Company entering into an obliga- 
tion to the city of Louisville to pay the inter- 
est and principal of said bonds as the same 
becomes dne, and secure the same by a mort- 
gage upon the Lebanon Branch and said ex- 
tension jointly and equally with not exceed- 
ing a line amount of the Company's income 
coupon bond6, to be issued to pay the addi- 
tional cost of extending the Lebanon Branch. 

And be it further ordained, That to pay the 
interest of said bonds as it falls dne, and the 
principal thereof in thirty years from the date 
thereof, an ad valorem tax of twenty cents on 
the one hundred dollars of taxable property 
within the limits of the city of Lanisville, at 
the dates of the several assessments subject to 
taxation by the revenue laws of the State, is 
hereby levied and directed to be collected an- 
nually from the date of said bonds, provided 
the General Council of the city of Louisville 
aro satisfied that the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Co. intend in good faith to pay the 
interest of the six hundred bonds as it becomes 
due, and retire said bonds as tbey shall ma- 
ture, and that said company have the means 
of doing so. The right is reserved to suspend 
the collection of all or any part of the above 
tax, and renew the same at pleasure, and pro- 
vided further, that it be made a condition of 
the mortgage to secure the payment of said 
bonds, that if at any time the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Co. shall fail to place the 
city of Louisville in funds sufficient to dis- 
charge any instalmentof interest on said bonds 
ten days before the same becomes due and 
payable, thabjthe mortgage shall be forfeited 
and the city may foreclose for both interest 
and principal. 

Sec. 11. This ordinance shall only take ef- 
fect upon being published as required by the 
charter, and upon its being voted upon and 
approved by a majority of the qualified voters 
of the city of Louisville voting thereon at 
such time as the General Council shall here- 
after provide by resolution, as prescribed in 
article 0, section 11 of the charter ot Louis- 
ville.
